Animals living in 
Florida are not cc- 
customed to very low 
tempertures such as an 
animal living in the 
north. 

Listen to the weather 
forecast, if you hear the 
temperature is going to 
drop substantially, 
prepare your animal. 

А dog can withstand 
cold but not a draft. 
Perhaps an old blanket 
in the dog house for 
your furry friend would 
be wise. 

Your cat will look for 
a warm place, so 
remember when you go 
to start your car jn the 
morning, bang on the 
hood in case he may be 
sleeping by the engine: 

Birds are especially 
susceptable to cold

BELLE GLADE -Jose Pena, also known as, 
Lucio Estrada, is in stable condition after 
allegedly being stabbed reapeatedly, then left 
on the side of the road at Dead Man's Curve on 
Highway 441, south of Pahokee. 

Detective Cliff Simonds, Palm Beach 
Sheriff's Department, said Franciso Bustos. 
23, was arrested on charges of attempted se- 
cond degree murder in last Saturday's inci- 
dent. 


Simonds said Salvador Hernandez, 27, Fran- 
cisco Casa; 25, and Jesus Bustos, 25, were ar- 
rested om charges of being accessories after the 
fact. : 

The five men list the A. Duda and Sons 
Camp at six-mile bend as their home address. 

According to sheriff department reports, 
Sgt. Albert Harper was summond to Dead 
Man's Curve at 11:15 Saturday night by a 
motorist who said a man that was all bloody 
was along side the road trying to wave people 
down. 


Simonds said the man had received 
numerous stab wounds from a fiyeinch lock- 
blade pocketknife in the throat, side, shoulder, 
and abdomen. P 

‘The man was taken to Everglades Memorial 
Hospital in Pahokee where he underwent 
surgery and is currently listed in stable condi- 
tion. 


"The detective said he has received conflicting 
testimony as to the cause of the argument, but 
does know it took place while the five men were 

- riding in the same vehicle. 

Simonds said Francisco Bustos was placed 
in the county jail under a $10,000 bond after 
being brought back to Belle Glade from In- 
diantown, where he apparently fled following 
the incident. 


The other three men were booked into the jail 
on bonds of $3,000 each, then later released on 
their own recognizance.

witnesses to show up for court here, but it 
would be next to impossible to insure their ap- 
pearance if the the jury district is lost. 

“We (defense attorney's) would win a lot 
more ‘cases because of witnesses and victims 
not showing up for court. Police would get 
very few convictions. 

“You're going to see more selective arrests, 
because of the expense to police departments 
апа the failure to have witnesses appear for 
court. Police will begin to look away and let a 
lot of things о,” she said. 

“If the Glades district is lost only traffic and 
juvenile cases would be heard locally. 

“This would mean all felonies, misdemeanors, 
civil, and small claims cases would be heard on 
the coast. 

Costs to cities and police departments would 
be astronomical. 

According to Lieutenant Lynn Lowery, Belle 
Glade Police Department, figures have been 

compiled showing where such a move could 
cost the department $415,038.24 per year. 

*“And this figure does not reflect witness fees 
or money paid to jurors. Nor has it been

in one felony case. 

It would require eight hours in court and 
three hours travel time to and from court, 
which represents a total of 55 man hours per 
case for all five officers. 

Salaries for the five officers, figured at time 
and half overtime, is $557.76. 

Lieutenant William Bullock said each officer 
would spend a total of three hours travelling 
which would cost the department a total of 
$209.16. 

Bullock added it would take two vehicles to 
transport the five officers, and at a cost of .20 
cents per mile, the 90 mile round trip would 
cost $36. 

Chief Roy L. Humston of the South Bay 
Police Department said such a move would 
cost his department approximately 
$15,070.96, which is approximately 5* percent. 
of the South Bay Police Department's budget. 

(It should be mentioned here these total 
figures are for felony case only, and do not 
reflect the cost of misdemeanor, civil or small 
claims cases.) 

“Besides the obvious economic impact, these 
people aren't thinking about the lack of man 
power if we lose the jury district," said 
Humston. 

Humston said he presently has seven full 
time officers, and a situation could arise where 
he would have no officers on the streets 


because of them being in West Plam Beach for 
court. 

"If I would have two or three officers on a 
case, then one on vacation or out sick, it would 
be very likely we would have no officers to 
patrol the city. 

“Both Pahokee and South Bay dre in that 
same situation, and it wouldn't take very long 
for criminals to realize the situation. So what's 
going to happen is that we will be forced to ig- 
nore a lot of the things that we are presently 
making arrests on now,” he said. 

Humston said his department's clearance 
rate, (cases cleared by arrest) has gone up from 
17.8 percent in 1984 to 34.6 percent in 1985. 

He said citizens would see a drastic drop in 
the clearance rate if his officer are forced to go 
to West Palm Beach for court because the city 
could not afford to make the simple battery, or 
theft cases. 

The chief said his totals are based on a nine 
month period from January 1 to October 1. 

He added one more frightneing thought. 
After 1986 there will be no more federal 
revenue sharing programs, which will force the 
city and taxpayers to shoulder the extra costs. 

Another point to be considered is the loss of 
work to witnesses and victims and how much 
time would their employers allow them to take 
off. 

"Folks out here already feel people on the
